On  the  fouth,  the  eye  is  tcr- 
j  minated  by  the  hills  of  Jura  and  Colon- 
I  f.'.y,  on  the  well  by  the  Atlantic  ocean  and 
I  the  horizon,  on  the  north  by  South  and 
•North  Hid,  that  appear  as  conjoined,  and 
nn  the  call  by  an  huge  groupe  of  moun- 
I  tains  that  hide  their  lofty  fummits  in  the 
j  cloii.ls,  whole  (ituation  cannot  be  well 
diitinguilhed,  nor  can  it  be  exadly  known 
I  to  what  quarter  they  properly  belong.

intervening  trail  is  full  of  little  hills,  fome 
of  them  green,  others  of  them  barren  and 
rugged,  and  the  lurrouading  coatt  a- 
boundi»  with  iv;cl::,  promontories,  preci¬ 
pices,  and  a  variety  of  variegated  creeks 
and  flielvcs.  The  vallies,  however,  and  * 
the  low  grounds  arc  fruitful,  and  afford' 
good  pahiirage  and  convenient  flicltcr. 

Port-m*churach  derives  its  name  from 
churach,  which  fignifics  a  fmall  boat  form¬ 
ed  of  w'alted  tw'igs,  and  covered  with  bull 
hides.  This  was  the  vehicle  the  faint  and 
his  company  had,  and,  perhaps,  in  thole 
more  early  days,  and  in  thofe  noitheru 
regions,  no  other  means  of  conveyance 
could  be  obtained.  They  trullcd  to  it, 
and  the  good  caufe  they  w  ere  engaged  in; 
And  their  trull  was  not  frnftratcd. 

At  Poit-na*churach  is  a  pretty  gro- 
tcfque  bay.  Its  two  wings  arc  termi¬ 
nated  by  lofty  and  rocky  promontories, 
and  it  is  bifefted  in  the  middle  by  an 
huge  HKk.  What  is  on  the  well  iide  is 
properly  Port-na-churach.  Here,  on  the 
beach,  are  various  heaps  of  fmall  flones : 
It  is  faid  they  were  reared  up  by  the 
monks  ;  that  the  talk  was  impofed  on 
them  by  way  of  pcnnance,  and  that  0.1 
this  account  they  bear  an  cxaifl  propor¬ 
tion  to  thfir  criirei.

m()n.irchy.  He  arrived  .it  Madrid  on  the 
1  Hh  of  February,  and  wjr  laifed  by  that 
IMncc  to  the  tank  of  Captain  General,  or 
Commander  in  Chief,  of  his  forces.  It 
uas  here  lh.it  he  began  to  make  a  confi- 
derable  figure  in  the  military  line,  after 
l.aving  fet  out  with  great  political  pru¬ 
dence,  amidft  the  factions  and  cabuls 
which  the  ambition  and  rivalfliip  of  the 
Princefs  flMbrinsand  I  he  Abbe  d’ Eftree* 
(who  both  aimM  at  the  government  of 
the  young  crown’d  heaibs)  excited  at  the 
court  of  r»l  »drld.  His  firit  campaign  was 
ill  Portug.il,  which  had  declared  for  the 
Arch- fluke  ;  and  he  gives  here  an  ample 
detail  of  the  places  he  took,  of  his  man¬ 
ner  of  taking  them,  and  Oi' the  blunders 
and  failures  of  the  Prince  of  Tzcrclaes, 
w  ho,  by  not  executing  hti  part  of  the  plan 
of  fiperat ions,  prevented  the  campaign*! 
being  fo  fuccefsful  as  it  might  otherwife 
have  l>een.  It  aprears  evident  to  uf|  even 
from  thrjr  Memoirs,  that  all  the  fuccefi 
of  Berwick  and  the  French  arms  in  Por* 
tug.il,  during  this  brft  campaign,  wai 
owing  to  the  abfurd  diftrilnition  which 
Schomberg  ami  the  other  generals  of  thf 
alliance  made  of  tbetr  troops  before  the 
opening  of  the  campaign,  and  the  cowar¬ 
dice  f.)!  the  g^-veriuns  (>f  the  Portugueze 
gairilons.  I'hc  tioops  were  potted  here 
and  there.  North  and  South  of  theTagul, 
W  ithout  even  a  bridge  of  boats  to  facili¬ 
tate  thtir  juniffion,  when  the  circumftan* 
ces  lequircd  it:  and  one  of  the  Portu- 
put  7f  commardt  rs  threw  all  the  powder 
ami  .ammunition  into  the  well  of  the  g.v- 
T'fon  to  privei  t  the  Engliih  foldieri  froir. 
d^t' -’ding  the  place.  'Fhe  Duke  fliewed, 
in  ilus  c  *inp.iign,  the  ririnnefs  of  his  cha¬ 
racter  :  for,  cMi  feme  cccafions,  he  difob^* 

ed  llir  oukrsoftliecourt  ofSpain, which 

were  dictated  by  the  French  ambaffadoTf 
the  Duke  de  Grammont,  fucceflbr  tod’ 
Fdrees.  and  by  this,  as  it  appe.irs  from 
h  «  relation,  he  prevented  the  army  of  the 
allies  from  m.ircliini;  to  Madrid.

This  cam¬ 
paign,  which  began  with  fuch  a  promifing 
afpc<fl  for  the  allies,  and  ended  fo  much  to 
their  diCtilvantage  by  the  grofs  blunders 
committed  by  their  generals,  was  very 
finguUr  in  this  particular  circumftance, 
that  the  tw'o  .armic.s  made  almoft  the 
whole  tour  of  Spain  :  they  began  their 
maiches  and  encampments  near  BuUjos, 
and  after  having  palfcd  the  two  Caftiics. 
endvd  the  campaign  in  the  kingdoms  of 
Valenliaand  Murci.»,  one  hundred  and 
fifty  leagues  from  their  felling  out. 

At  the  end  of  hia  relation  (if  this  cam¬ 
paign,  t*ie  Duke  mentions  a  fuigular  (lory 
ot  the  information  he  had  of  the  motions 
of  the  allied  army  from  a  general  officer, 
a  Portugiieze,  who  had  a  conlidcrable 
rank  in  their  fcrvice :  but  we  were  hill 
more  furprized  at  what  he  relates  of  the 
infidelity  of  an  Englilh  miniltcr,  who  ac¬ 
quainted  him  of  every  (lep  that  was  taken 
in  the  pieparations  that  were  made  in 
England  for  a  defeent  in  France.  Thi.s 
defeent  was  to  be  made  in  Cayenne,  and 
the  troops  to  be  employed  in  that  expe¬ 
dition  were  to  be  commanded  by  the 
Earl  of  Rivers.  The  Duke  obferves, 
that  contrary  winds  prevented  the  exe¬ 
cution  of  this  plan  ;  but  it  is  fingiilar 
enough  that  he  makes  no  mention  of  the 
prrfon  by  whom  the  plan  wax  formed. 
1  his  perfon  was  the  Abbot  dr  la  Dourlirf 
brother  to  ikc  Count  de  Guifeard,  licu- 
tcnaat-gvncriil  in  the  French  army,  and 
governor  of  Namur,  when  taken  by  King 
William.  Burnet  gives  a  circumflantial 
account  of  the  reafons  t!iat  eniraged  the 
Abbot  to  projeiil  this  expedition,  and 
aifo  of  the  rcafons  that  prevented  its  exe¬ 
cution.  The  Duke  of  Berwick  fays  pu- 
fitively,  that  he  had  full  information  of 
the  Itep-*  taken  in  this  intended  defeent 
from  a  minijler  (ilLo  had  iftr  nohoie  ma* 
nagenient  cftl  'is  hufinfs.  Who  now  was 
this  minirter  ?  It  could  be  no  other  ttian 
St  John,  afterwards  I.ord  Bolingbrcke, 
vho  was  at  this  time  Secretary  Af  War, 
w'ho  was  an  intimate  fi  iend  of  the  Abbot 
de  la  Bout  lie,  ai*d  lived  in  the  clofefl 
connection  with  nim  tor  many  years  af¬ 
ter.  Ti.Ui  we  fee  how  early  triis  great 
man'was  a  traitor  to  his  country. 

It  was  in  the  Spatiilh  campaign  of 
1707,  that  the  Duke  of  Berwick  arquirril 
the grcaltfl  reputation  by  the  victory  of 
Almanza,  tl  econqucft  of  the  kiu^^domt 
of '-'alen  ia  a  d  Arrsgon,  nnd  the  taking 
of  Leridi.
